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New Elba school budget dips into reserves

The Elba City School Board, in a 

special meeting last Thursday eve- 
ning, approved a budget for the com- 
ing fiscal year which dips into the 
cash reserves for operating funds. 
: The total budget for the school 
system is $5,764,311. This includes 
Jocal, state and federal funds for in- 
$truction, administration, transporta- 
tion, child nutrition, maintenance 
and capital improvements. Athletic 
and other non-academic activities 
are funded from gate receipts, etc. 
and are not reflected in this budget. 

The “bare bones” budget takes 
$87,342 from the cash reserve. This 
teserve will drop from $83,600 to 
$19,927 ... if everything goes well! 

; Superintendent Charles Pearce 
Warned board members “it is going 
to get worse next year,” even if a 
shortage of state tax revenues 
oesn’t throw the schools of Ala- 
ama into proration. Next year the 
Jocal system will have to fund the 
other half of bringing the salary ma- 
trix ($51,000) up to state minimums. 

Proration (if mandated) can only 
eome from 13% of the budget, as the 
87% which deals with salaries can’t 
be touched. This means maintenance 
and utilities, transportation and tray- 
el must absorb any proration. The 
budget for the coming year only in- 
cludes $3,000 for employee travel, 
as opposed to $14,700 last year. 
Pearce told board members, ‘‘we 
ain’t going.” He continued with, 
‘We will tell folks to fax us the in- 
formation from the meeting, as we 
don’t have the money to travel.” 

Pearce said recent actions in 
Montgomery are forcing more and 
more of the funding of the founda- 
tion program (teachers) to come 
from local funds. For the coming 


year the required increase in local 
funds from 7,5 mills to 10 mills gen- 
erate an additional $44,884, Howev- 
er, additional requirements from the 
state leave the local system with a 
DECREASE of $23,629 in available 
local funds, according to the superin- 
tendent. 

He warned that next year the sys- 
tem will be forced to not replace 
three of the five teachers expected to 
retire at the end of the year. Pearce 
explained they could have terminat- 
ed some non-tenured teachers this 
year and helped the budget. He said

It replaces a trailer which reportedly 
was worn out and couldn’t be fixed.

Test supports stray bullet 
theory in Opp man’s death

Authorities in Covington County 
conducted tests which support the 
theory that a stray bullet took the life 
of an Opp man on September 16. 

Jimmy Louis Williams, 67, was 
working in his chicken houses just 
west of Kinston when he was hit in 
the lower abdomen by a bullet. He 
died after being taken to Mizell Me- 
morial Hospital in Opp. 

Law enforcement officials inves- 
tigating the incident theorized that a 
person{s] was shooting at a stop sign 
located more than 400 yards from 
the chicken houses when a stray bul- 
let struck Williams. 

Several holes were found in the 
stop sign and cartridge casings were 
found nearby. 

On Wednesday of last week, offi- 
cials conducted a test at the scene of 
the incident to test their theory. 

The door in the end of the chick- 
en house where Williams was shot 
was covered with cardboard and 
then, two shots were fired from two 
types of weapons of the same caliber 
pelleved to have fired the fatal bul- 
el, 


The weapons used in the test’ 


were a 9-mm handgun and a 9-mm 
submachine, There had been some 
doubt as to whether or not rounds 
fired from these type weapons could 
have traveled the distance in ques- 
tion, 

They also expressed concern that 
if the projectile had traveled the dis- 
tance would it still have had suffi- 


cient velocity to cause the type 
wound that killed Williams. 

The test provided evidence that 
both were possible. 

Authorities had placed a large roll 
of paper in the doorway to “catch” 
the bullet once it cleared the en- 
trance. More than 200 yards of the 
paper had to be rolled off to retrieve 
the projectiles. 

The conclusion was that if it pen- 
etrated the roll of paper that deeply, 
it could have certainly had enough 
velocity to have killed Williams. 

Authorities stated that they will 
continue to investigate the incident 
looking into all possiblities sur- 
rounding the shooting death, 

Anyone who may have seen or 
heard anything that may have been 
conected to this incident are being 
asked to contact the Covington 
County Sheriff's Department or the 
Opp Police Department. 
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CLOSE CALL,,.Dana Brister, 18, of 208 Morrow Village, Elba, AL, had 
a close call Monday morning when the van she was driving left the road, 
struck a utility pole and overturned. The vehicle, a 1996 Dodge mini van 
driven by Brister, was waveling north on AL Hwy. 87N when it changed 
lanes striking a trailer being pulled by a 1996 Ford pickupp truck driven by 
Lamar Dozier, of Route 5, Andalusia, AL. Brister was taken to Elba Gener- 
al Hospital by a unit of the Elba Rescue Squad. She was treated and later re- 
leased. Dozier was not injured. The accident was investigated by the Elba 


police Department.

IRS Abuse of Taxpayers Angers Congress 


Witnesses spent last week on 
Capitol Hill telling lawmakers and 
the national press tales of nightmar- 
ish abuse suffered at the hands of a 
seemingly unaccountable govern- 
ment agency. The sobering testi- 
mony strongly points to an alarming 
pattern of deliberate mistreatment of 
taxpayers by the Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS). 

“A doctor and his wife fought 
the IRS for 17 years over a tax bill 
owed by someone else.” “A New 
York priest has eight months of sleep- 
less nights after the IRS refused to 
send him a copy of the tax return for 
which the agency said he owned more 
than $18,000.” “IRS lawyers forced 
a Delaware contractor to pay them 
$50,000, even after being told the 


Justice Department had no ase.” 


These are quotes from The Washing- 
ton Times-coverage-of- last: week’ s 
Senate Finance Committee hearings 
on IRS abuse of taxpayers, and they 
do not represent isolated cases. 

A former IRS agent recently 
told CBS’s 60 Minutes that the IRS 
primarily targets “mom and pop” busi- 
nesses and middle-class taxpayers for 
audits rather than major corporations 
and wealthy individuals because small 
taxpayers don’t have the financial 
resources to fight the IRS bureau- 
cracy. Mona Meier, a group manager 
in the IRS’ Oklahoma City office, 
has said that many IRS field offices 
base performance ratings on how of- 
ten agents seize personal property, 
with superiors encouraging agents to 
carry Out more seizures. 

Recent press reports have even 
revealed apparent politically-moti- 
vated harassment by the IRS. The 
very woman who accused President 
Clinton of sexual harassment is now 
herself being subjected to an IRS 
audit, Paula Jones and her husband 
only make $37,000 a year, yet the 
IRS has expressed a particular inter- 
est in their finances.

IRS Acting Commissioner 
Michael Dolan told the Senate hear- 
ings last week that his agency will 
stop ranking its 33 district offices on 
how much money they collect. He 
said the IRS will also halt its practice 
of setting revenue-production goals 
for field offices.

Nevertheless, the media keeps 
touting Straus’ study as “scientific 
proof” that spanking is bad. Fortu- 
nately, pediatricians and family phy- 
sicians are not fooled, A recent sur- 
vey of pediatricians and family 
physicians showed that two out of 
three support the practice of spank- 
ing when used appropriately. Hope- 
fully, parents will not allow them- 
selves to be fooled, either.

When faith doesn’t move your mountain (Part 1) 


‘Faith is a spiritual weapon of the Kingdom of God. Eph. 6:16 exhorts us, 
“Above all, taking the shield of faith wherewith ye shall be able to quench 
all.the fiery darts (flaming missiles) of the wicked - personal assaults of Sa- 
tan against the believers,

which he has released his faith, his (Satan’s) kingdom would be disgraced. 


The most effective fiery dart of the enemy against our faith is doubt. 
Mark 11:23 states “For verily I say unto you, that whosoever shall say unto 
this mountain, be thou removed, and be thou cast into the sea, and shall not 
doubt in his heart, but shall believe that those things which he saith shall 
come to pass, he shall have whatsoever he saith.” We must realize that Sa- 
tan too knows the word of God and will use it against us if we’re not aware. 
He understand the power of DOUBT.

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Traffic Pattern Misunderstood 


The flow of traffic on the Zion Chap- 
el campus is still not as smooth as those 
who are on traffic duty would like for it 
to be, 


In the mornings there is traffic com- 
ing and going through two different 
gates. Everyone who is dropping a stu- 


dent for the elementary or high school 
should come in the south gate. This is 
the gate closest to the elementary school. 
The only traffic that should come 
through the north gate are students, fa- 
culty, and other school personnel. Stu- 
dents come through this gate and drive to 
the parking lot which is located behind 
the high school building. 

When arents or other persons come 
in the north gate and stop somewhere on 
the front drive to let out their passenger 
or passengers, they are stopping in the 
middle of two traffic patterns and creat- 
ing a safety hazard.

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principles are separation of powers,

ELBA TIGERS SEE RECORD FALL TO 0-4 


It was the same ‘ole story, just a new chapter last week for the Elba Ti- 
gers, as they lost for the fourth straight week and saw their record for the 
season dip to 0-4. Not many Elba fans, even the most devout, thought the 
Tigers would defeat this year’s powerful Opp Bobcat squad. However, not 
many thought the Tigers would get dominated like they did and come out 
on short-end of a 32-6 score. The big loss to Opp simply put an ex- 
clamation mark on the Tigers 0-4 start! 

The Elba offense had one good drive in the first half and scored a touch- 
down on a long pass from Derek Marler to Derrick Duncan, but was non- 
existent in the second half and managed a total of only minus 16 yards in 
the final two quarters of play. The Tigers have improved their passing at- 
tack and can now stretch the opposing defenses; however, until Elba can 
come up with something that even resembles a running game, it will con- 
tinue to struggle on the offensive side of the ball.

sewer system rehabilitation project 


by Ferrin Cox - Publisher 


The City of Elba is involved in an 
on-going study of plans to rehabili- 
tate the existing sewer system. In- 
cluded with this rehab is extension 
‘of service to at least 120 existing 
homes which don’t have the service 
at present. The project was started 
‘several years ago, in the Haywood 
administration. The present adminis- 
tration has continued the studies. 

Application has been made with 
‘USDA/Rural Development for a low 
interest/grant combination to fund 
the project. Elba only qualifies for a 
20% grant, thus most of the pro- 
posed $2.8 million project will be fi- 
nanced with a 40 year loan. The 
grant would be for $461,000 and the 
loan would be in the amount of 
$2,279,000, according to engineer- 
ing estimates. 

Elba city officials have continued 
to study the project and have held a 
public hearing to get community im- 
put. Only about a dozen citizens 
bothered to attend the meeting. A 
vote is expected in the near future on 
continuing the project. 

Charles Peters, of Peters Munici- 
pal Associates engineering firm, is 
managing the study and the applica- 
tions with Rural Development. 

City officials have worked close- 
ly with Peters and Rural Develop- 
ment to get approval for lower sewer 
rates than what was originally rec- 
ommended. That effort was success- 
ful, according to Elba Mayor James 
Grimes. - oe eee = eee . 

The present proposed sewer rates 
for residential users continues to be 
based on the volume of water used. 
However, the rates, which haven’t 
changed in many years, will increase 
to meet the loan repayment schedule. 

Data released by Mitchell shows 
that at present Elba’s sewer rates are 
almost the lowest in South Alabama/

Northwest Florida. However the new 
proposed rates will move the com- 
munity up with others who have had 
major sewer projects in the past few 
years. Elba’s rate would be about 
mid-stream with other South Ala- 
bama communities with updated 
sewer systems. Glaringly out of step 
with this cost is Troy and Enterprise 
which have minimums of $2.50 and 
$2.52 respectively. 

Areas to be included in the rehab 


of the major city-wide collection’ 


lines are those in the Cordelia Street 
and Brookdale Subdivision. These 
lines carry all the sewage to the la- 
goon. Collection lines on Old Sam- 
son Road and Brunson Circle are 
also included in the project. 

New extension areas include U. 
S. Hwy 84 East, Herman Driggers 
Drive, Alabama Highway 125, Mor- 
row Avenue, Alabama Highway 189 
North, Winston Street, Woodland 
Drive, Taylor Mill Road and Wayne 
Garrett Drive. 

Adding the 120 new sewer users 
will not get all Elba residents on the 
municipal sewage system. Surveys 
show that during the past 10 to 15 
years, the outward growth from the 
central district leaves approximately 
500 homes without sewer service. 
This pattern is reportedly typical of 
sprawling rural communities such as 
Elba. 

Many of the areas in town which 
don’t have sewage collection would 
possibly qualify for 50% CDBG 
grant funds. One such project failed 
to get funded this year by only a 
very few points. City officials expect 
approval when they refile for fund- 
ing on this much smaller project ear- 
ly next year. 

Engineering studies have shown 
that the present system is fast reach- 


ing capacity, due in a large part to | 


major infiltration/inflow form rain 
water runoff. Two separate studies 
have shown that as much as 40% of 
the 483,000 gallon average daily in- 
flow into the sewer lagoon is from 
storm runoff. 

With this high rate of infiltration, 
the treatment plant is approaching 
85% of it’s Capacity. Without this in- 
flow the plant would be at 48% of

capacity and have plenty of room for 
future growth. 

The study also showed that this 
system inflow was responsible for 
17 untreated waste discharges in 
1995 alone.

The proposed system will have 
much longer, steel pipes with joints 
resting on piers to hopefully prevent 
such problems in the future. 

Engineers explain that this will 
also help cut maintenance cost. The 
intrusion of sand into the system 
shortens the life of pumping station 
impellers and reduces the efficiency 
of the entire system.
